LATER FROM EUROPE. 


The Packet Ship Havre has put into 


Newport, having sailed from Havre on 
the 2cl April. 
Some o f t h e passengers 


arrived in New-York on Wednesday 
morning. 
From the New-York papers 


we make the following extracts : 


The passengers report t h a t there 


•was nothing new at the Unit- of sailing, 
but there was a general expectation of 
an immediate war. 


The accounts are only three days la- 


ter than before received from Paris,and 
of course we cannot know the rrsiill of 
the French ultimatum respecting the 
Austrian occupation of Bologna. 
The 


state of the French funds, however, and 
the universal uneasiness prevalent, in- 
dicate that war was the confident ex- 
pectation of all clashes. 


The Deputies were engaged in warm 


discussions relative to ''the patriotic 
associations," as they are called, \ v h i - - h 
thirty-one departments had already en- 
tered into.

FRANCE AXD AUSTRIA.— A private 


letter in the Journal du Havre, states 
that Gen. Gerard was ready to pro- 
ceed to the frontier of the Alps with 
the army, by forced marches. 
The 


Austrian Ambassador at Paris had 
given no reply on the subject of the oc- 
cupation of Bologna, and said he had 
received nothing official. 
It is added 


that the French Ambassador at Turin 
informed the Austrian General that his 
Government would consider the occu- 
pation of Bologna an act of hostility, 
unless he immediately evacuated it, 
•which he refused to do without new or- 
ders. 


It is known that the French Govern- 


ment has signified its ultimatum, in 
the same terms, to the Cabinet of Vi- 
enna; and the Courier is to set off with 
it on Monday morning. 
In the mean 


time, troops are to go by forced march- 
es towards the frontier o f t h e Alps; 
and Marshal Gerard, who will take the 
command of the army which is to op- 
erate on that point, has made all prep- 
arations for his departure. 
News from 


Vienna is expected with great anxiety. 
As yet, the Austrian Ambassador at 
Paris, Count d'Appony, has given no 
explanations; and even says he does 
not know officially what has passed at 
Bologna. 


The Gazette of Berlin, received at 


Paris on the 31st of March, publishes 
a letter from the Russian head quar- 
ters dated Siniera, March 16. It an- 
nounces that for several days the Rus- 
sian army had undertaken no new op- 
erations, and that it would remain in a 
state of inaction for some time to come. 
"It is difficult," says a Paris paper, 
"from the news which the German 
prints furnish, respecting events, in Po- 
land, to form a very clear idea of the 
operations of the Russian and Polish 
troops. The only thing rendered com- 
pletely certain is, that Diebksch has 
met with a resistance which has dis- 
concerted his plans, and that the Rus- 
sian army is beset by wants of every 
kind." 


The subscription for the Poles was 


going on with spirit in all parts of 
France, as appears from the papers, 
and from a supplement to the Consti- 
tutionnel of the latest date. 
The a- 


mount of this second list is 120.000 
francs. 


"M. Cassimir Perier," says the Tri- 


bune, "wishing to make a display of 
force in foreign policy, has addressed 
a note to Count d'Appony, the Aus- 
trian Ambassador, demanding explan- 
ations as to the occupation of I'ologtra 
by the Austrian troops; and ihSb time 
has said very seriously, that France 
could not consent. The 
Ambassador 


replied, that the occupation of Bologna 
had been concerted between Prussia, 
Russia, England and Austria, and that 
the Austrian Government was resol- 
ved to stifle rebellion wherever it might 
break out. 


The Journal des Dobats has the fol- 


lowing, upon the question at ibis mo- 
ment at issue betwcrn France and Aus- 
tria : "The declaration mads to the 
Chamber of Deputies on Monday, bv 
the President of the Council, is a corn- 
plcte and noble answer to the party 
who, since bis entrance imo office, have 
accused him of being dtlennijied on 
peace, cost wrnt i: may. Since the 
glorious part ive acted in tbi- affairs of 
Belgium, ibis is the first occasion on 
which foreign intervention could be 
injurious eilher to the honor or inter- 
ests of France.

er's assumption of the right of propa- 
ganda in Italy, which, in fact, belongs 
to no one, and which is not less odious 
under the flag of Liberty than under 
that of Despotism. 
The explanations 


must be candid and distinct, and deliv- 
ered w i t h o u t delay ; for though it may 
not yet have become a cause for war, it 
is a point of honor, and M. Cassimir 
Perier has promised us to obtain satis- 
faction. 
Let us wait for it, and rely, in 


order to form a j u d g m e n t o f t h e part 
t h a t France ought to play, upon a min- 
istry who have declared themselves 
boldly to be the jealous defenders of her 
interest*:, and the wise but proud guar- 
dians of her power." 


The Courier Francais says, upon the 


same subject: 'Hitherto the Govern- 
ment has existed by illusions, but at 
length it assumes a decided character. 
The declarations made on Monday by 
the President of the Council ought not 
to be misconceived. Wild whatever 
precautions it may have been surround- 
ed, with whatever qualifications it may 
have been attended, it breathed war. It 
has been known for a whole month, that 
Austria had resolved to interfere, and 
preferred taking the chance of a war 
with France rather than suffer a revolu- 
tion tospread over Italy. Consequently, 
in opposition to all the remonstrances, 
the Austrians have entered Bologna.— 
A declaration so distinct, followed by 
actions, leaves no room for doubt. 
We 


must not therefore deceive ourselves 
as to the actual state of affairs. France 
is on the point of entering upon a war 
against Austria. We must at the same 
time no longer imagine that affairs in 
the Netherlands will leave, us long at 
peace with Prussia. 
She has already, 


is is said, manifested inclinations suffi- 
ciently hostile; and besides, the ag- 
gressions of Austria, for they are no- 
thing else, must have been made in con- 
cert with the other Cabinets.

of the advocates of these great and ri- 
val principles resemble the tactics of 
two hostile vessels, skilfully contending 
for the weather-guage, or seeking the 
opportunity of pouring in the'first 
broad-side. 
Austria would appear to 


have committed a fault in marching 
her legions into Bologna, thus passing 
the bounds of her legitimate jurisdic- 
tion, and contravening the declared sys- 
tem of neutrality of France.

On this single 
point, then, it would seem, hangs the 
question of peace or war on the side of 
Italy. 


Belgium has erected herself into a

We learn from an officer of the U. S. 


ship Natchez, recently from the coast 
of Mexico, that the excitement in that 
country, produced by the unfortunate 
and cruel fate of Gen. Guerrero, had in 
a great measure subsided, though the 
state of the country was by no means 
settled.

It is believed that immense sums are 
now due to the customs, which induced 
and compelled the General to grant the 
convoy; they are not, however, without 
fear for its safe arrival.

immoral community than exists around 
these mines. 
Drunkenness, gambling, 


fighting, lewdness, and every 
other 


vice, exists here to an awful extent. « 
Many of the men, by working three 
days in the week, make several "dollars, 
and then devote the remaining four to 
every species of vice. 
The colored 


slaves are generally the most moral.
